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THE ALL-IN BID DEFENDED 


4’ OLLOWING our recent editorial, “The All-in Bid Under Attack”, which dealt 
with the Chicago Plan for Separate Bids published by the Mechanical Speciality 
Contractors of Chicago, the Associated General Contractors of America have sent us 
their plan for the receipt and handling of sub-bids together with a document called 


“The Single Contract System”. Both publications are summarised elsewhere in this 
issue. 


“The Single Contract System” claims that undivided responsibility is the key 
to lower construction costs. The document consists largely of testimonials in support 
of this view from Federal, State and local authorities and private industrialists. 
There are two impressive diagrams in the booklet showing how the main contractor, 
stationed strategically between the building owner, his architect and engineer on 
one hand and the numerous requirements of the project on the other, produce an 
efficient co-ordinated organisation giving completion on time and guaranteed cost. 


This centralisation of responsibility through the main contractor is the over- 
riding advantage claimed for the single contract system. In the words of the 
Associated General Contractors, “experiences of the construction industry have 
demonstrated that maximum efficiency in the construction of a project, which requires 
interlocking operations, is secured when undivided responsibility for its. execution 
is placed upon an experienced competent general contractor through the award 
of one general contract”’. 


It does, however, seem to be recognised that certain unethical and unfair trade 
practices impair the effective operation of this system and the Associated General 
Contractors jointly with the Council of Mechanical Speciality Contracting Industries 
have produced a plan for the handling and receipt of the bids for the mechanical 
services works designed to eliminate unqualified bidders, improper disclosure of 
prices and unfair competition. Essentially this plan requires the main contractor 
to list his sub-bidders in advance and allows the sub-bidders to telephone or telegraph 
their prices to the main contractor only four hours prior to the submission of the 
main bid. 


What is interesting is that the Mechanical Speciality Contractors of Chicago 
(who must be at variance with their main Council in this issue) claim that these 
safeguards have not in fact prevented the unethical practices. 


What is also interesting is that the Associated General Contractors only seek 
to prove that the single contract system is superior to the separate contracts system 
whereby the client enters into separate contracts with each trade. This is in fact 
the traditional procedure in Scotland and it clearly can result in an unco-ordinated 
effort and for that reason some Scottish authorities are forsaking it. 


The Associated General Contractors do not, however, comment upon the third 
alternative which is the traditional procedure in England and Wales. Under this 
system the bids for the mechanical services works are returned to the architect or 
engineer thus preventing improper disclosure of prices, but the sub-contractors for 
these works, when appointed, are made directly responsible to the main contractor 
for proper and timely completion. Thus centralised control through the main con- 
tractor is preserved. 


The role of the professions in the question of co-ordination must not be over- 
looked. There are many in this country who feel that the architect and the engineer 
by their training and position are best suited to the role of overall co-ordinator. 
The Associated General Contractors state however that the American Institute of 
Architects warns its members that an architect who attempts to be a co-ordinator 
“will find that expense will be greatly increased and that his own burdens and 
responsibilities will be much greater than he might suppose”. It would be interesting 
to know what the R.I.B.A. thinks about this! 


Certainly, centralised control and co-ordination are vital functions that must 
be paid for. It may well be that the 2} per cent. discount to main contractors is 
the wrong way to remunerate them for their share of this work and that considera- 
tion might be given to the American system of co-ordination fees. Remuneration to 
the architect for his contribution to co-ordination is something that might also be 
reviewed. 


But on the question of tendering procedure we repeat the last paragraph of 
our previous leader: 


“Contract methods are changing and rightly so, in order to speed up progress and 
improve control and co-ordination of the various interests concerned. But the sound 
and incorruptible principles of the traditional British system must not be ignored. 
It is perhaps more a matter of improving and streamlining this system rather than 
embarking on something new. Otherwise instead of just eradicating the present short- 
comings & greater and more sinister evils may be created.” 


The Associated General Contractors of America say they are in agreement with 
this. Perhaps they may find something to learn from a closer study of our system 
as the third alternative. 
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An Economist Comments... 
EUROPEAN ECONOMIC COMMUNITY AND CONTRACTORS 


TI\HERE is a similarity between (1) 

manufacturing industry and Euro- 
pean Free Trade and (2) contractors 
and firm-price tenders. Both are doing 
a lot of guessing. However, although 
opinion at the political level may still 
be divided, it seems that before long 
the Government may commit Britain to 
membership of the European Economic 
Community to which France, Germany, 
Italy and the Benelux Countries already 
belong. In this case, a useful purpose 
may be served by putting down some of 
the likely effects for contractors. 

One thing seems reasonably certain: 
contracting, being mainly a domestic 
industry, is unlikely to lose by the arrange- 
ment; it might even gain to some extent. 
Most manufacturers, including a number 
who produce building materials, would 
lose the shelter of the tariff barrier, and 
would be faced with stiffer European com- 
petition; on the other hand, they would 
have better opportunities in the European 
markets. 

The extent of tariff protection in Britain 
varies a great deal from one article to 
another. As a general rule all imports 
from outside the Commonwealth are sub- 
ject to a 10 per cent. ad valorem duty; 
but there are special duties for a large 
number of products and, in some cases, the 
duties are much higher; thus the average 
rate of duty on manufactured goods is 
20 to 25 per cent. 

As regards iron and steel products, there 
is a complicated series of fairly high duties 
from the European Economic Community 
countries. Bricks from the same countries 
carry an import duty of 10 per cent., 
cement 5 per cent., tiles 15 per cent. 
Already, during times of shortages, some 
contractors have found that imports of 


these materials have been worth while, 
even after import duties and increased 
freight charges have been paid. Any re- 


duction in import duties would make them 
an even more favourable proposition, 
although their bulk in relation to value 
means that freight costs would still be 
heavy. 

Western European competition in glazed 
tiles, asbestos-cement products and glass 
seems certain, probably quite serious. 
Already there have been appreciable im- 
ports of glazed tiles from both Eastern 
and Western Europe. Prices of imported 
asbestos-cement products and flat glass 
are also competitive at present. But com- 
petition is likely to be particularly keen 


in the field of building fitments which 
involve considerable manufacture, such as 
locks, taps and valves. 

The entry of Britain to the Common 
Market would not mean the end of con- 
tractors material supply and price pro- 
blems: but it contains intriguing pos- 
sibilities, 


Steel Supply Prospects 


One thing I like about the Iron and 
Steel Board’s recent Development Report 
is the Board’s willingness to admit past 
errors. For example, dealing with ferro- 
concrete bars and rods it is candidly 
admitted that the demand has greatly out- 
run the Board’s 1957 expectations; these 
were based on the assumption that con- 
sumption had then passed a peak and was 
coming back into line with new construc- 
tion expenditure. The greatly increased 
resort to ferro-concrete (predicted inci- 
dentally by the concrete engineers and 
the Reinforced Concrete Association), 
seems to have arrived suddenly in 1959 
possibly because of greater supplies of bars 
and rods and because of the unusually 
large number of civil engineering projects 
and tall buildings in their early stages. 
Against this, the Board considers that 
there are certain factors tending to 
moderate the demand for reinforcing rods: 
for example, the present shift towards 
factory building should favour steel struc- 
tures which, for single storeys, are 
generally cheaper; the increased building 
in the development areas, where space is 
often greater, may lead to a tendency to 
build outwards rather than upwards. 
Nevertheless, the Board is impressed by 
the Reinforced Concrete Association’s 
estimate that some 800,000 tons of rein- 
forcing rods will be required by 1965, and 
has decided to be on the safe side and 
plan for a capacity of 950,000 tons to 
include 450,000 tons for the smaller sizes 
produced in coil form and 500,000 tons 
for the- larger sizes; this division 
represents a large increase in the propor- 
tion of thin rods. If these forecasts are 
fulfilled the present very unsatisfactory 
rod situation should improve as time goes 
on. 

Elsewhere the report points to the con- 
struction industry’s falling demand for 
heavy rolled products. Three important 
changes are taking place: (1) the use of 
broad flange beams, (2) the additional use 
of ferro-concrete and (3) the use of light 
sectional materials formed from strip.

80th ANNIVERSARY EXHIBITION 
Hammersmith College of Art and Building 


THE Hammersmith College of Art and 

Building is currently celebrating its 
eightieth anniversary with an exhibition 
at the Building Centre, Store Street, 
London, W.C.1. Opened last week by 
Mr. R. H. M. Thompson, Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Works, the ex- 
hibition closes on June 3. 

With the building industry diversifying 
into ever-narrower and more numerous 
fields of specialisation under the impact of 
post-war technologies, the need for proper 
understanding and effective co-operation 
between all the specialists who contribute 
to a finished building becomes increasingly 
vital. It imposes on those whose job it is 
to train the future workers in the indus- 
try the responsibility not only of seeing 
that they acquire a high standard of com- 
petence in traditional and new techniques 
but of ensuring that these often highly 
complex skills are not wasted or mis-used 


through want of understanding of the role 
that each plays and lack of sufficient ex- 
perience of how they work together to- 
wards a common goal. It is, therefore, on 
on this aspect of its responsibility that 
the College, with its record of training in 
all the arts and techniques associated with 
building, has chosen to lay stress in cele- 
brating its eightieth anniversary with this 
exhibition at the Building Centre. 


Common Contribution 


The exhibits have been selected not 
especially to show the best work of which 
the students are capable but rather to illus- 
trate the respective contribution that every 
department of the College—art, architec- 
ture, building crafts, and the building pro- 
fessions—-makes when working together on 
common projects. They are displayed in a 
sequence which follows more or less exactly 
the progression of actual building, begin- 
ning with the architect’s sketch designs and 


capacity planned for 1965 will be ample 
for all requirements. 


Steel Prices 


However this may be, steel prices look 
like rising in the not so distant future. 
The producers put a case to the Stee| 
Board before Christmas following a rise jn 
steel workers’ wages and in the price of 
coal. Rising productivity and cheaper 
imported iron ore have probably held the 
line since then. Now, like cement, the 
Budget oil duty has altered the position, 
The producers estimate that this may add 
about 8s. to the cost of a ton of steel, Ip 
these circumstances the Steel Board may 
find it difficult to block an_ increase 
indefinitely, even if they wish to, Ap 
increase in steel prices before the summer 
is out is certainly on the cards. 


Cement Prices 


The cement price increase seems to have 
caught a number of contractors unawares, 
Rather surprisingly perhaps. Cement 
prices have not risen for about three years; 
in fact they dropped a little early in 1960, 
Coal costs have gone up; so have a number 
of other costs, not least the cost of labour. 
There has been a steady trend in the 
industry from coal burning to oil burning 
and now fuel oil is to be taxed. The 
industry has the backing of the Restrictive 
Practices Court for its pricing system; 
indeed it is said that the latest increase 
would have been greater had the special 
rebates been allowed to remain. On top 
of this deliveries of cement are beating 
all records, 


This is not to make the cement manu- 
facturers’ case for them: still less to be 
wise after the event. But it is yet another 
example of the effects of the one-sided 
firm-price tendering “agreement” whereby 
the contractor shoulders practically all the 
risks. In the circumstances one can only 
note that cement prices will again be 
reviewed early in July. The cement 
industry will not publicly hazard a guess 
at the outcome, although they acknowledge 
the importance of stabilisation. One thing 
worth bearing in mind in forecasting 
material price changes is that, in general, 
wage rates in the building material indus- 
tries follow closely those negotiated for 
building and contracting. 


Next time, I hope to consider wage 
demand trends in other industries, and 
particularly in those industries that have a 
bearing on contracting. 


proceeding through site survey, the pre- 
paration of detailed plans and quantities, 
the processes of building construction, in- 
terior design, decoration and furnishing, 
sculpture and painting, and ending with 
fashion and dress design for the people who 
will inhabit it.

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£1,435,000 CARDIGANSHIRE WATER SUPPLY 
First Stage of the Regional Scheme Inaugurated 


fMHE completion of the first stage of 
a regional scheme of water supply, 
providing 900,000 gallons per day, was 
marked recently with the opening of 
the Teifi Pools scheme for South 
Cardiganshire Water Board. 

An impounding reservoir has _ been 
formed in raising 10ft. the natural level of 
Llyn Teifi, the source of the river Teifi, 
by building a series of dams or embank- 
ments on its western shores. 

Earth Dams 

The dams are earthen embankments with 
concrete cut-offs and core walls to prevent 
any escape of water from the reservoir. 
Their total length is 460yd. and the 
maximum height above the original ground 
level 20ft. When the reservoir is filled to 
overflow level, which is 1,337ft. above sea 
level, 154 million gallons of water is avail- 
able. 

A total of 279 acres of land drain direct 
into Teifi reservoir whilst a 24in. aqueduct 
has been laid to it from an old reservoir 
about a quarter of a mile distant. The 
existing reservoir which has been made 
water tight by pressure grouting does not 
add to the available storage, but increases 
the catchment area by 322 acres, making 
601 acres in all. Assuming that the average 
annual rainfall is 67in., it is estimated that 
the net yield from the reservoir will be 
900,000 gallons per day. 

The Board are obliged to discharge into 
the River Teifi compensation water at the 
rate of 120,000 gallons per day. In addition, 
the River Board may require the Board to 
provide a freshet of 480,000 gallons in a 
period of 24 hours once in each of the 
months of June, July, August and Septem- 
ber. 

The length of the spillway, which is 
designed for a maximum flood discharge of 
800 cusecs (18 million gallons per hour), 
is 63ft. Water levels in the reservoir are 


continuously and automatically recorded. 

Because of its remoteness and probable 
isolation in winter, it was decided that 
Teifi Reservoir would not be a suitable 
site for the treatment works, which has 
been built two miles downstream of Llyn 
Cistercian Abbey at 


Teifi, near Strata 


Florida.

Water from the reservoir to the treat- 
ment works is conveyed by means of I6in. 
and 15in. pipes. Asbestos cement pipes, 
the most economica! material, were used for 
the first half mile. As this type of pipe can 
be used only for a limited range of 
pressures, spun iron pipes, protected 
internally with concrete linings, and steel 
pipes, were laid at the lower levels. The 
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at Llyn Egnant as well as the output from 
Teifi reservoir. Plant already installed to 
treat 900,000 gallons per day include four 
pressure filters, eight high speed chemical 
mixers including standby plant, chlorinatorss 
and dechlorinators and air scouring plant. 

A feature of the plant is the very high 
pressure, about 700ft. head, under which 
it operates. This has been necessary to

steel pipes are protected internally with 
bitumen linings and_ externally with 
bitumen sheathings. Cathodic protection 
has also been applied to the steel pipes., 


Treatment Works 


The buildings comprising the treatment 
works have been designed to accommodate 
treatment plant for the second stage works 
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Teifi Reservoir—Nos. 1 and 2 dams 


transmit treated water to the Rhos 
Ymryson Reservoir at an elevation of 
1,065ft. above sea level, some 25 miles 
away. 


The raw water is coloured, due to peat, 
has a low PH value (i.e. it is an acid water) 
alkalinity and hardness. Aluminium 
sulphate (alum) is added to the water to 
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coagulate colour and suspended matter. 
Calcium sulphate is added to assist the 
alum coagulation and to increase the 
permanent hardness’ content. Sodium 


carbonate (soda ash) and sodium bicarb- 
onate are added to increase alkalinity and 
PH value and the water is dosed with 
chlorine to destroy harmful bacteria and 
organic matter. 


Dosed water is then passed through the 
pressure filters which remove the coagu- 
lated suspended matter and afterwards 
dosed with sodium carbonate and sodium 
bicarbonate to increase the alkalinity of the 
treated water. Finally, sulphur dioxide is 
injected into the treated water to control 
the chlorine residual. 

Duplicate high speed mixing tanks have 
been provided for each chemical. Duplicate 
Simplex pumps have been installed for the 
alum whilst four Simplex pumps have been 
installed for calcium sulphate, sodium 
carbonate and sodium bicarbonate; the 
fourth pump being a standby for any of 
these three chemicals. Duplicate E.C.D. 
pumps have been provided for both 


chlorine and sulphur dioxide solutions. 
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Filters have to be cleaned periodically 
and this is done by scouring the filters 
with compressed air together with washing 
with clear water which is stored for the 
purpose in a 40-000-gallon washwater tank. 


The plant is designed for automatic shut- 
down in the event of electrical failure or a 
reduction in flow below 90 per cent. of the 
predetermined set flow. 


Trunk Mains 


Trunk mains have been laid to connect 
the treatment works with service reservoirs 
at Rhos Ymryson and Penuwch. 

The main to Rhos Ymryson comprising 
l6in. and 14in. diameter steel tubes pro- 
tected internally and _ externally with 
bitumen linings and sheathing. Cathodic 
protection has also been applied to these 
pipes. At its lowest point it is subjected 
to a static pressure of 900ft. head. 
Service connections to farms and isolated 
properties en route have been provided. 

The trunk main to Penuwch is 8in. 
diameter and in this instance, it has been 
possible to reduce pressures thus effecting 
considerable saving in mainlaying costs. 





WATER POLLUTION RESEARCH AT D.S.LR. 
LABORATORY 


TTVHE Water Pollution Research Board, 

in their annual report published 
last week,* conclude that the matters of 
greatest importance for the programme 
of research of the Laboratory at the 
present time are the study of the effects 
of polluting substances in streams and 
the investigation and improvement of 
the basic processes common to the treat- 
ment of sewage and of many industrial 
wastes. 

These basic processes include sedimenta- 
tion of suspended solids, the dewatering of 
the resulting sludge, and the treatment of 
the liquid portion of the waste of biologi- 
cal methods; consequently these lines of 
research now take up a large proportion of 
the resources of the Laboratory. 

Following are extracts from the report 


of the director, Dr. B. A. Southgate, 
C.B.E.: 


Among the varied investigations of pro- 
cesses used in the treatment of sewage and 
industrial effluents, two are perhaps of 
particular importance. The first is a com- 
parison of several types of media in large 
pilot-scale percolating filters treating 
Stevenage domestic sewage. During the 
year the installation operated without 
difficulty from ponding, the filters treating 
the sewage at a rate of 100 gallons per 
cubic yard per day, equivalent to the rather

high loading of about 0.32lb. B.O.D. per 
cubic yard per day. 

There are four types of filtering 
material, each in two sizes—-lin. and 24in. 
gauge—and there has been a very wide 
difference between their performance. For 
example, over a period of 12 months the 
average B.O.D. of the settled effluent from 
the least efficient medium—-lin. slag—-was 
only 11 p.p.m. From February to April, 
when the effluents were at their worst, the 
effluent from the large rounded gravel con- 
tained practically no nitrate, whereas with 
the small slag about 90 per cent. of the 
ammonia present had been nitrified. There 
were wide differences too between the pro- 
portions of anionic detergent removed by 
the different filters. These differences are 
shown to be related to the surface area of 
a given volume of the filtering material. 

Investigation of the dewatering of sew- 
age sludge is revealing some rather unex- 
pected properties of this material. It. is 
usual at large sewage works to digest 
sludge anaerobically before it is dried. 
Although digestion very greatly reduces 
nuisance from smell during drying, it has 
been found that at some works it increases 
the resistance of the sludge to filtration. 
This resistance is directly related to the 
ease of dewatering on rotary filters and to 
the rate of drainage during the first stages 
of dewatering on drying beds. 

It seems that the changes in drying 
characteristics may be related to the pro- 
portion of fine suspended solids in the 
crude and digested sludges. In view of 
the importance of sludge-drying in sewage- 
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Two main service reservoirs at Rhos 
Ymryson and Penuwch have been con. 
structed, and work on the third, near 
Cardigan, will begin this summer. 


Both service reservoirs have been built 
in reinforced concrete and both are 
covered. Rhos Ymryson reservoir has a 
capacity of l4m. gallons, and that at 
Penuwch a capacity of 500,000 gallons 
Water levels are continually recorded at 
these reservoirs and these levels can be 
automatically obtained by dialling the 
telephones installed there, 


Distribution mains have been laid from 
the trunk mains and service reservoirs to 
service the whole of the Board’s area of 
supply. These range in size from 12in, 
diameter to 3in. diameter. 


In all, some 120 miles of trunk and 
distribution mains have, or are being, laid. 
These include: 6in. pipes from Lampeter 
(Deri Goch) to Aberayron; 9in. pipes from 
Rhos Ymryson Reservoir to Synod Inn; 
10in. pipes from Rhos Ymryson Reservoir 
to Aberbanc; 8in. pipes from Aberbanc to 
Tanygroes; 6in. pipes from Tanygroes to 
Cardigan; 6in. pipes from Llanarth to 
Aberayron; 8in. and 6in. pipes from 
Penuwch to Aberayron; and 4in. and 3in. 
pipes to Ystrad Meurig, Swyddffynnon and 
Pontrhydygroes. In addition, link mains 
have been laid to connect the new distri- 
bution and trunk mains to existing systems 
at various parishes, 


Consultants and Contractors 


The scheme, estimated to cost £1,435,000, 
was designed by Rofe and Raffety, 9 
Brewers Green, London, S.W.1. 


Hussey Egan and Pickmere were the 
contractors for Teifi reservoir, the treat- 
ment works and Penuwch service reservoir. 
Gee, Walker and Slater, Ltd., built the 
Rhos Ymryson_ service reservoir and 
pipelines were laid by the following sub- 
contractors: Dudley Boswell and Co., The 
Beechwood Construction Co., Williams and 
Morgans, D. C, Evans and Co., and Dan E. 
Evans and Sons. The treatment plant was 
supplied by the Permutit Co., and chlorinat- 
ing equipment by Wallace and Tiernan. 


works practice, an extensive programme of 
work has been started in which sludges 
treated in different ways are being dried 
in small beds in the open air. 


Detergent Trials 


Further work is reported on the progress 
of the large-scale trials at Luton of a new 
detergent containing a form of surface- 
active material more easily decomposed by 
bacteria at a sewage works than was the 
material at first used. As a result, the con- 
centration of the surface-active material 
discharged in effluent from Luton de- 
creased’ by more than half between 1958 
and 1960. 


Numerous samples of new types of 
surface-active’ materials, undergoing de- 
velopment by manufacturers, have been 
received during the past year and have 
been tested for susceptibility to biological 
attack. These tests have been made for 
the manufacturers on a repayment basis. 


Instrumentation 


A section of the report deals with the 
development of instruments and_ of 
methods of physical, chemical and radio- 
chemical analysis. The W.P.R.L. suspended- 
solids recorder has undergone further de- 
velopment and has been used for monitor- 
ing the concentration of humus entering 
and leaving a humus tank. 


Another form of this device is a simple 
sludge detector which when lowered into 
a sedimentation tank indicates accurately 
the level of the sludge layer on the bottom. 
This again has been used extensively both 
in experimental work and as an aid to the 
operation of sedimentation tanks at sewage 
works. 
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COLLABORATION SPEEDS CONSTRUCTION OF 
£500,000 SCOTTISH FACTORY 


YO-OPERATION on detailed con- 

struction planning from the earliest 
stages between clients, consultants and 
contractors has led to the early com- 
pletion of Scotland’s largest domestic 
appliances factory on a 1,100,000 sq, ft. 
site at the Kingsway, Dundee. 

Typical of the planning was the work 
studying of site clearance on other pro- 
jects which resulted in the initial clearance 
of the site being carried out by only one 
excavator and 10 dump trucks which 
moved over 100,000 cu. yd. of earth and 
rock in a matter of weeks. 

It took less than three months to erect 
the steel framework and the remainder of 
the construction programme was carried 
out with matching speed. 

Factory Buildings 

The factory and office buildings comprise 
a substantially rectangular structure 
approximately 750ft. from north to south, 
and approximately 450ft. from east to west. 





The roof is of the Warren Girder construc- 
tion, having centre lights running north to 
south the full length of the factory. 

The main factory production and service 
floor area under roof is 315,000 sq. ft., in 
addition to which, the administrative block, 
boilerhouse, garage, canteens, and kitchen, 
comprise 35,000 sq. ft. 

The administrative block is a _ two- 
storeyed rectangular building running the 
full length of the front of the factory, 
(i.e. the south side), and is separated from 
the main building by a courtyard. 

Two canteens, a dining room and kitchen 
are located in the south-east corner of 
the factory. A boilerhouse and garage are 
located to the north-east and south-east 
of the site respectively, and separated from 
the factory buildings by a roadway and 
vehicle marshalling area. 

The factory floor is approximately 12in. 
of concrete with granolithic finish; it is at 
one level, with the exception of the off- 
loading and loading bays.

OXFORD’S SUCCESSFUL INCENTIVE BONUS 
SCHEME 


REPORT by Oxford City Council 

Water Committee, on an experimental 
incentive bonus scheme introduced three 
years ago in connection with main laying 
works, describes the experiment as having 
convincingly demonstrated the benefits of 
such a scheme both to the Council and its 
employees. 

Over the period of the experiment, states 
the report, which has covered works cost- 
ing in total £112,715, the net saving to the 
Council, after the payment of bonus and 
taking into account the cost of administer- 
ing the scheme, has amounted to between 
£3,000 and £5,000, and on the complete 
Programme of main laying works in hand 
is expected to be between £5,000 and 
£7,000. 


The scheme has led to improved methods 
of working and the use of mechanical 
equipment, many suggested by the 
employees themselves, and has resulted in 


an increase in output per man sufficient to 
earn an average bonus of approximately 
£1 3s. 9d. per week. Despite this, a reduc- 
tion in the cost of labour amounting to 
approximately 5 per cent. of the total cost 
of the main laying works carried out has 
been achieved. 

One of the most satisfying features of 
the scheme, continues the report, has been 
its effect on the retention of labour, which 
is illustrated by the following statement on 
the turnover since 1954:

The building has been _ specifically 
designed for the flow production of major 
domestic appliances particularly refrigera- 
tors. 

Material flow is intended from west to 
east—so that on the west side of the 
factory is a covered off-loading section 
where the floor level is 3ft. 6in. below that 
of the main factory floor, and on the east 
side is a covered vehicle loading section, 
again with the floor 3ft. 6in. below that 
of the main factory. 

Immediately east of the off-loading sec- 
tion is the stores area, and crane bays are 
provided to the north and south of this 
section for handling the heavier incoming 
materials 

To the north-east of the main produc- 
tion area is a finishing department of some 
20,000 sq. ft. separated from the produc- 
tion area by a partition wall. Again, on 
the east side, and south of the finishing 
department, are located ancillary build- 
ings for providing electric power, com- 
pressed air, and processing services. 

Over the main production area the roof 
ties are located 14ft. above floor - level; 
in the crane bays and the product finishing 
section, the height is extended to 22ft. 

A second floor is provided on the west 
side over the central stores area and on 
the east side over the despatch area. 


Heating 


The factory is heated by low pressure 
steam provided by two oil fired Thompson 
boilers, each capable of an output of 124 
million B.Th.U./hr. The boilerhouse also 
sites adequate tanks for oi! and water 
storage. 

A ring road surrounds the factory and 
provides adequate access to all sections. 
The southern aspect of the buildings, com- 
prising the administrative block, runs 
almost parallel to the Kingsway, and is 
separated from it by a cultivated plot. 


Consultants and Contractors 


Erected at a cost of approximately 
£500,000 for the Industrial Estates Man- 
agement Corporation for Scotland, and 
occupied by Morphy-Richards (Astral) 
Ltd., the factory was designed by Wylie, 
Shanks and Partners, Glasgow. The heat- 
ing and electrical consultants were Donald 
Smith, Seymour and Rooley, Glasgow, and 
the quantity surveyors were James Barr 
and Sons, also of Glasgow. 

The main contractors were Holland 
& Hannen and Cubitts (Scotland) Ltd., 
Royal Terrace, Edinburgh, 7. 


£20M. KNIGHTSBRIDGE 
REDEVELOPMENT SCHEME 


Approval in principle has been given by 
the L.C.C. to the scheme for the compre- 
hensive redevelopment of the junction of 
Knightsbridge, Brompton Road and Sloane 
Street, London, S.W.7. Proposed by Capital 
and Counties Property Co., Ltd., the 
scheme is estimated to cost £20 million. 

More than 1} million sq. ft. of shops, 
offices and residential and hotel accom- 
modation are expected to be provided on 
the five-acre site. The architects are Guy 
Morgan and Partners, 12a Eaton Square, 
London, S.W.1. 


COST OF TRAFFIC SURVEY 


The cost of the London traffic survey 
to be carried out for the L.C.C. Roads 
Committee is expected to be about 
£425,000. Of this amount about £125,000 
is attributable to the costs outside the 
County of London, and of the cost inside 
London, the Ministry of Transport is ex- 
pected to pay the normal grant of 50 per 
cent. 
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EASTERN PRESIDENT’S 
COMMENTS ON TEA BREAKS 


CALL for firmness on unpaid tea 
+. breaks by building employers is 
made by the president of the Eastern 
Federation of Building Trades Em- 
ployers, Mr. C. E. Wadley, in his half 
yearly review which he will present to 
the Federation’s summer meeting at 
Clacton next Tuesday. 

He refers to the fact that the 
Chancellor has stated that the most recent 
wage round has provided increases beyond 
the rate of productivity increases. By 
tightening up on tea breaks and redoubling 
efforts to increase production, however, the 
cost of the building industry's latest wage 
award (6d. per hour and a reduced working 
week from October, 1961) may to some 
extent be met. 

Commenting on the attitude of the 
unions towards this matter, Mr. Wadley 
says “While the unions are showing no 
misunderstanding on the reduced working 
week and a wages increase of 6d. per hour, 
there appears to be a curious loss of clarity 
of thought when it comes to the interpreta- 
tion of the agreed revision of the Rule 
relating to refreshment breaks. One hopes 
that their customary mental acuity on 
wages and kindred matters will return in 
sufficient time for the unions to advise their 
members that refreshment breaks will be 
unpaid from next October.” 

Members of the Federation have received 
a special memorandum setting out clearly 
the meaning and purpose of the amend- 
ment to the Working Rule, which the 
Federation hopes will eliminate the waste- 
ful and costly practice of paid tea breaks 
which has grown up over the years. 


Confidence Restored 


The president says, in relation to the 
economic position of the building industry, 
that capital investment is rising and the 
industry continues to experience a heavy 
demand for its services. The confidence, 
which had ebbed somewhat two years ago 
has now been fully restored. This is 
reflected in the figures for apprenticeship 
recruitment, which in the first four months 
of the year have shown a 10 per cent. 
increase on the corresponding period of 
1960 and 50 per cent. more than in 1959. 

On housebuilding, Mr. Wadley refers to 
the difficulty which some of the smaller 
firms are finding in competing with the 
financial strength of national developers 
and speculators. Nevertheless in spite of 
the land shortages, the review says that 
housebuilders continue to be very fully 
employed. 

Finally, on building costs, the president 
says that stability now appears to be a thing 
of the past. To the uncertainty of labour 
and materials prices the Chancellor has 
now added the further hazard of a payroll 
tax which can only be regarded as a revenue- 
raiser adding to industrial costs and falling 
particularly heavily on an industry such as 
building where the labour content is high. 

“The value of firm price tendering is 
such, however, that while pressing steadily 
for closer observance of the essential condi- 
tions (namely, proper pre-planning by 
architects and their clients) the Federation 
feels that this spur to efficient building 
should not be removed,” the president con- 
cludes. 


NORTHERN IRELAND BUILDING 
WAGE RISE 


Agreement has been reached in the wage 
negotiations between the employers and 
the trade unions of the Joint Council for 
the Building and Civil Engineering Industry 
(Northern Ireland). :

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THE BUILDER — WHAT OF THE FUTURE?

OST industries, not as traditional as 
VL pbuilding, have found it necessary 
to re-organise their structure drastically 
and establish an up-to-date educational 
policy at all levels. 

| found it extraordinary that building, 
the largest male employing industry in the 
country, was without tangible signs of 
an effective up-to-date and generally 
recognisable long-term educational policy 
which to me, at any rate, both at craft 
and professional level, provides the status 
symbol. 

Building, with its age-long craft tradi- 
tions, has had 
little stimulation 
from architects 
who, like the 
builders and un- 
like civil engi- 
neers, have gener- 
ally lacked 
modern scientific 
appreciation. The 
public, as clients, 
have often put a 
brake on progress. 
The builder, with- 
out stimulation 
and from lack of 
interest or recog- 
nition in higher 
educational 
circles, has tended ed 
to remain traditional—too traditional—and 
resistant, albeit perhaps unconsciously, to 
change in the structure of the industry. 
The hard facts of economics are forcing 
some changes anyway. 

Those who were present at the recent 
lunch in honour of the Lord Mayor will 
not fail to have noticed how he stressed 
so ably some of the more important 
problems connected with our industry, in 
particular the need for an adequate supply 
of really skilled craftsmen, when he replied 
to what he called the “remarkable and 
masterly” survey of the industry given by 
our President. 

Before building can rise from its present 
“Cinderella” aspect among industries, the 
professional status of its executives must 
rank, and be seen to rank, officially, pro- 
fessionally, academically and publicly with 
the present recognised learned professions. 
You will note that I have used the word 
“academically”. Recognition by the Uni- 
versities of the disciplines required to 
qualify in a profession is a sign of 
“academic respectability”. In building it 
may at last soon be in sight. But the 
industry must realise that it cannot dictate 
to the Universities. 

“Status” cannot be demanded—but has 
to be earned by a slow and careful process, 
which demands loyalty and _ forward- 
thinking from every member of the Asso- 
ciation and of the National Federation, and 
it is an aim which is constantly before us.

Building Leadership 


Perhaps one of our greatest problems at 
the moment is to convince some of the 
leaders of the industry (who have risen to 
the top by strength of character and pur- 
pose and endeavour along the slow and 
exacting craft route) that the educational 
pattern in this country has changed, in 
such a manner that there are opportunities 
for “creaming” off the best brains at 
various levels, and while the exceptional 
case may occur, there must in future be 
shorter and more selective routes to the 
top. 

No industry can progress and prosper 
unless it has an ‘integrated training policy 
—so that advancement to the top is pos- 
sible by entry at all levels from craft 
apprenticeship to graduate. It is upon

this basis that the structure of an industry 
must be based and we are working to 
that end. 


Training of Craftsmen 


The building industry is justly proud 
of its National Craft Apprenticeship 
Scheme which is something no other 
industry has achieved on such a basis. 
This unity, however, can give rise to 
certain problems, especially when these 
differ greatly in various parts of the 
country. The Association has recently 
given much thought to the way in which 
the standard of entry to craft apprentice- 
ship may be raised and the best type of 
boy attracted to the industry. In London 
and the South there is much more 
emphasis upon pre-apprenticeship training 
than in the North. At present there is a 
Study Group set up by the National 
Federation to consider certain aspects of 
apprenticeship in the light of the changes 
in the educational pattern of the country. 

I have been horrified to learn that an 
apprentice under our scheme is not re- 
quired to qualify in his craft examinations, 
and there is nothing to stop him from 
breaking his indentures and getting full 
craft pay at an early age. Statistics indi- 
cate that advantage is being taken of this 
possibility, to the detriment of the 
industry. 

It is my considered view that possession 
of a Craft Certificate after a course 
balancing theory and practice should be 
adequately rewarded by some form of 
merit pay. This in fact does connote the 
recognition of grades of skill in the crafts. 


Foremanship 


The General Foreman is a very special 
person, who has risen by strength of 
personality, intelligence and endeavour by 
that long and slow craft route. The modern 
educational pattern of staged selections 
will enable men of ability to make more 
rapid progress. 

Personally I think we have been quite 
wrong to have referred to the courses 
which have been run as “Foremanship 
Courses”. 


There are two problems: 


Firstly the established General Foreman 
(or Site Manager) requires a _ refresher 
course from time to time in new methods 
and new techniques. 

Secondly, whether he enters via the crafts 
or via the office the promising young man 
should be given a training much wider 
than his particular craft or office activities, 
so that he becomes a “building technician” 
—which provides the necessary academic 
background so that given the necessary 
gifts of personality and _ intelligence. 
coupled with endeavour, he may rise to 
managerial status. 

I am happy that the Association is now 
directing its endeavours along these 
general lines—although the title Foreman 
still persists. 


The Professional Builder 


The professional builder can rise to pro- 
fessional status by three routes: 


(a) by the craft route, through site 
management, to a post carrying pro- 
fessional status and to professional 
membership of the I.O.B. by 
examination; 

(b) by the student and pupil! route of 
combined studies and work in 
industry, leading eventually to mem- 
bership of the 1.0.B. by examination; 

(c) by graduate or diploma entry which 
carries certain exemptions from the 
1.0.B. exams and professional mem- 
bership of the Institute after ap- 
proved experience. 

It is vitally important to realise that all 


three routes are essential for the well- 
being and prosperity of the industry, but 
I have no doubt that the second and third 
routes will become normal. 


Until, however, the builders, and the 
architects and surveyors as well, all insist 
upon a general education with a strong 
scientific content and in some measure a 
common approach (with im some cases 
joint training) to their professional qualifi- 
cation, the building industry will not enjoy 
the advantages so gained in civil engi- 
neering. 

Perhaps in time we may have a Joint 
Part I Examination agreed by the R.I.B.A., 
the R.LC.S. and the LO.B. This is not 
wishful thinking since it has been achieved 
by the Institutions of Civil, Mechanical 
and Electrical Engineers, all of which have 
equal status. Many leading positions in 
engineering are now held by University- 
trained men. Thus it has proved possible 
to co-ordinate the necessary basic scientific 
disciplines and the professional require- 
ments between the Institutions examina- 
tions and between degrees of the various 
Universities. 


In these negotiations the youngest Insti- 
tution, the Electrical Engineers, have taken 
a prominent part and it may therefore be 
appropriate, since the builder is usually 
considered to be the junior partner, to 
mention here a Press comment on the 
lunch to the Lord Mayor: “It has become 
apparent that of late so much thought has 
been given to the technology of building 
that the industry is becoming the leader 
in the revolution in higher education which 
is upon us.” 


That is the way in which the publicly 
recognised status of the professional 
builder will become more and more 
apparent as time goes on. And I have 
no doubt that having, as we do, men of 
vision and enterprise who are dedicated 
to the cause, we shall continue to make 
progress. 


DIFFICULT STUD-WELDING 
OPERATION 


A difficult stud-welding operation has 
recently been carried out at the Birming- 
ham works of James Booth Aluminium, 
Ltd. The application was concerned with 
the welding of reinforcement steel to sheet 
piling in the 148in. rolling mill foundation 
for the extensions at the works. 

Since the working of the rolling mill 
would cause a heavy vibration to be set up 
between the foundation and the piles, thus 
constituting a serious hazard, it was con- 
sidered imperative to key the reinforced 
concrete foundation securely to the jin. 
thick piles, which had been driven round 
the majority of the 80ft. x 100ft. x 23ft. 
excavations. Plain pins, 4in. x l6in. long, 
were welded in situ to the piles which had 
been ground locaily and despite such handi- 
caps as cleaning, the moving of scaffolding 
and waiting for craneage, a good rate of 
progress was maintained throughout the 
working day, an average of about 37 studs 
per hour. 

As concrete pouring proceeds and the 
various reinforcements are fitted these 
stud-welded plain pins will be bent in situ 
round the various reinforcing rods, thus 
giving a secure bond between the piles and 
the reinforced concrete foundation. 

The main contractors for the job are 
C. Bryant and Son, Ltd., Birmingham. 
Carter Worseley, of Tipton, are sub- 
contractors for the stud-welding for which 
Crompton Parkinson equipment is being 
used. The reinforced concrete design has 
been undertaken by British Reinforced 
Concrete Co,, Stafford, 
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A LAWYER CONSIDERS... 
Taxable Profits and Work in Progress 


MMHE treatment of the value of work in 

progress for tax purposes, which was 
the issue in Ostime v Duple Motor Bodies, 
Ltd., and was discussed in an article in 
The Contract Journal for May 26, 1960, 
has now reached the House of Lords 
(reported in [(1961) 2 All E.R. 167]) and 
such finality as can be achieved on this 
matter has been achieved. 

Put simply the position is that traders 
are assessed for tax on their annual profits 
or gains. The question therefore is to find 
out what those profits or gains are and 
in so doing the general rule is that the 
profits or gains of any particular year must 
be taken to be the difference between the 
receipts from the trade during the year 
and the expenditure laid out to earn those 
receipts. In working out what this differ- 
ence is traders must, one, follow the 
ordinary principles of commercial account- 
ing and, two, must be in conformity with 
the particular rules of the income tax 
statutes. 

In regard to the obligation to follow 
recognised accountancy methods there is 
nothing in the income tax statutes that 
compels traders to do this. However, the 
courts have long recognised that this must 
be so and no trader could expect the 
courts to uphold a figure of profit arrived 
at by any means other than those approved 
in the accountancy profession. When, 
however, one comes to consider what are 
these approved methods which must be 
adopted a problem arises. Out of two 
methods, each of which has a respectable 
backing from opinion in the accountancy 
profession, how do you choose which one? 
If the directors of a trading company 
choose one method can the inland Revenue 
demand that they use another? It was 
precisely this kind of question that fell to 
be answered in this case. 

The facts are quite brief. D. Ltd., were 
a company producing motor bodies to 
order. At the end of any accounting year 
there was of course the item of work in 
hand, but not finished, to be dealt with. 
In valuing it the company had used the 
“direct cost” method. The Revenue 
challenged this method and wanted it 
replaced by the “on-cost” method. The 
courts were asked to decide between the 
two parties. 


Direct Cost and On Cost 


It is beyond doubt that nowadays some 
account must be given, in arriving at a 
profit or loss figure, of the value of work 
in progress or stock in trade, according 
to the type of business. The reason for 
this was given by Lord Reid. If the 
amount of stock in trade or work in pro- 
gress has increased during a year then, in 
effect, sums which would have gone to 
swell the year’s profits have in fact gone 
towards financing the stock or work in 
progress. In placing a value on this stock 
or work in progress the value figure is 
easy to calculate if the stock consists of 
articles bought for re-sale; the figure will 
be the cost to the purchaser; but where 
that cost has exceeded, because of a 
change in economic conditions, the actual 
market value then it has always been per- 
missible to substitute the lower figure of 
market value. The ascertainment of the 
value of work in progress is rather more 
difficult. But basically. and using Lord 
Reid's explanation of why one has to take 
account of work in progress, the question 
in this case was—how much of what would 
have gone to swell D, Ltd.'s profits has in 
fact gone into the financing their work in 
progress? The Revenue naturally argued for 
the largest possible sum to go in as this 
would increase the company’s profits and 
the resultant tax yield: the company 
equally naturally argued for a lesser sum 
to go in to keep the profits down and thus 
reduce the tax payable. 


The House of Lords did not find this 
adventure into the rather abstruse realms 
of accountancy much to their taste because 
the method for determining this sum 
which was supported by the Revenue, the 
“‘on-cost” method, and the “direct cost” 
method supported by D. Ltd., were, as 
stated above, both sound and in accordance 
with recognised accountancy principles. 
Their task was not made easier because the 
two methods are not easy to define. 
Broadly speaking “direct cost’’ merely in- 
cluded the labour and materials cost in- 
volve. .n producing the work in progress. 
The “on-cost” method however included 
other cost elements, where applicable, such 
as factory expenses, selling expenses, head 
office expenses—all matters which could 
be covered by the term overheads. 

The company’s chief argument for using 
the “direct cost’ method. was that in the 
particular year in question work in pro- 
gress had declined. Using their “direct 
cost” method this decline was reflected in 
the profits figure. If however the Revenue’s 
“‘on-cost” method were adopted a smaller 
quantity of labour and materials would 
have to bear the same overheads expenses 
as when the labour and materials were 
greater; thus if trade is slack during any 
given year a greater proportion of the 
overheads will be allocated to the work in 
progress and, as the cost of the work in 
progress is to appear as an item of profit, 
this will swell the profits of the business; 
so this absurd result will follow that, when 
trade is slack, the trader’s profit on the 
goods sold will be low as his expenses 
are high but his profit in respect of work 
in progress will be increased. 


It was this argument which, one feels, 
really made up their Lordships’ minds and 
they felt quite unable to insist on a change 
of method which, in a year when work had 
declined, would result in the value of 
work in progress being some £14,000 more 
than at the beginning of the year; using 
the company’s method the value of tbe 
work in progress was £2,000 less at the 
end of the year than at the beginning which 


more justly reflected the act: ‘tate of 
the company’s trading. Fier view- 
point it is clear that if the Rever wanted 


to change the way the company worked 
out its value of work in progress it would 
have a fairly heavy burden to discharge; 
and on the figures quoted above it is 
obvious that the Revenue had not much 
chance of discharging this burden. 


Market Value 


As mentioned above it has always been 
regarded as permissible, in relation to the 
valuation of stock in trade, to substitute 
the market value for the actual cost which 
would usually be done where, for any 
reason, market value has become lower 
than cost. Lord Simonds did suggest, in 
view of this established practice, that in 
this case D. Ltd., could have substituted 
market value for the cost of the work 
in progress, calculated on either method; 
apparently the Revenue’s counsel did not 
challenge this right though agreeing, as 
no doubt he had to, that the market value 
of a motor body made to order (which 
was the trade D. Ltd. carried on) might 
be pretty small—but one can think of some 
industries, and the constructional indus- 
tries may be a good example, where the 
market value of work in progress would 
approximate to the labour and materials 
cost. So if, despite this case, the Revenue 
insisted on the on-cost method being 
adopted which produced unfair results, a 
company might well consider insisting on 
market value. 

However, in a passage which may be of 
some importance, Lord Reid doubted 
whether, in relation to work in progress, 
this option to substitute market value for 
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cost was applicable at all. He said after 
referring to the Revenue’s counse}’s ‘agree. 
ment that market value can be substituted 
for cost if cost is an unfair figure for work. 
ing out profit, “I am not satisfied that 
‘market value’ in its ordinary sense can 
be applied to work in progress. The rule 
cost or market value, is not a substantive 
rule of law; it is a means of enabling a 
taxpayer to anticipate a loss by bringing 
the expected loss into account. The tax- 
payer must be able somehow to do that 
in relation to work in progress, but it may 
be that some modification of the rule wil] 
have to be applied if the taxpayer can show 
that he has probably already incurred g 
loss in connection with work in progress,” 


Conclusions 


It may be safe to conclude generally 
from this decision that in working out 
profits for tax purposes the trader must 
comply with the relevant provisions of the 
income tax statutes; but that, in so far as 
those provisions do not compel an altera- 
tion in one the recognised accountancy 
methods of working out profits, traders 
can use any of those recognised methods 
they like; if the Revenue wish to comp.| 
a crader to adopt a different one of the 
recognised methods of accountancy then 
they must show either that the existing 
method mist be modified or altered to

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TRADITIONAL IDEAS DISCARDED IN DESIGN OF 
BLUNDESTON PRISON, LOWESTOFT 


ORK is now in progress near 
Lowestoft on the erection of 
Blundeston Prison which the Home 
Secretary, Mr. R. A. Butler, has 
described as the “most up-to-date in 
the world” at 
In designing the prison the Ministry of 
Works has produced not only one of the 
most modern prisons, but also an entirely 
new concept. Traditional ideas on prison 
design were discarded and a fresh approach 
made. . . an 
The main problems facing the Ministry 
designers were to increase security and, at 
the same time, get rid of the forbidding 
grey perimeter walls of the past; to raise 
standards of accommodation while reducing 
the overall area of the prison and so save 
building costs and the administrative cost of 
running the establishment; to add buildings 
for recreation and rehabilitation, to which 
access could be freely obtained without 
impairing internal security; and to con- 
centrate the buildings in order to provide 


larger open areas for recreation and 
exercise, While still reducing the area 
normally occupied by a prison estblish- 
ment. 


The broad principles adopted are based 
on four main units inside a security fence 
and comprise: (a) Central unit; (b) admini- 
stration, reception and visiting; (c) hospital: 
(d) workshops. 


Central Unit 


This is the core of the prison, where the 
inmates are housed, fed, receive education 
and indulge in indoor association and 
activities. For administrative reasons four 
individual cell blocks each of 76 inmates 
have been planned, each under the super- 
vision of Assistant Governor and House 
Officer. Each cell block is of four storeys. 
On the ground floor are the association 
rooms, quiet room, baths, Assistant 
Governor and House Officer, and sleeping 
accommodation on the three upper floors, 
. The T-shaped plan was evolved for ease 
of supervision and control, and observation 
by closed circuit television. This is the 
first occasion on which this medium has 
been used in prison administration in this 
country and will enable floors and corridors 
in cell blocks to be under observation from 
a single point. 

The four cell blocks, although self- 
contained, are connected at ground floor 
level with the central spine unit. This 
comprises class rooms, hobbies, library, 
and staff offices on the ground floor, and a 
central kitchen serving four individual 
dining rooms on the first floor. The second 
floor has two chapels. 


Planned in association with this group 
and forming part of the ground floor 
circulation is a multi-purpose assembly hall 
with stage, which will be used for concerts, 
cinema shows and gymnasium, and at the 
opposite end is a single storey punishment 
block with its own exercise area, and a 
central oil-fired boiler house providing 
low pressure hot water heating. 

The administration block has _ been 
designed on the perimeter security fence. 
On the ground floor is the gate house, 
entrance, visiting and reception of new 
inmates, and on the first floor offices for 
administrative staff. 


The hospital is very small, providing 


constrasting or harmonious colour and 
texture will be used, with limited areas of 
exposed aggregate slabbing and rendering. 

Great attention has been paid to the 
design of security windows and grilles, the 
general desire being to produce a group of 
buildings secure, but at the same time in 
contrast to the traditional prison appear- 
ance, 

The whole of the security buildings are 
surrounded by a double fence—the inner 
being expanded metal 12ft. high and the 
outer screen fence of concrete posts with 
aggregate concrete panels 8ft. high. 

Adjacent to the security compound will 
be initially 65 staff houses and a hostel for

accommodation for eight patients in single 
rooms, and eight in a general ward, with a 
separate wing for outpatients. 

The workshops of single storey construc- 
tion provide a floor space of some 42,000fi. 
super and include a laundry, garage, general 
store, and workshops for tailors, painters 
and woodwork, together with a general 
and maintenance section. 

Generally, all internal finishes have been 
designed with a view to the hard wear they 
will receive and to reducing maintenanc: 
to a minimum. Plaster has been confined 
to the administration block, hospital and 
class rooms, elsewhere walls are fair face 
brick either left natural or treated with a 
plastic paint. 

Externally a variety of facing bricks of 


DIFFICULTIES OF FIRM PRICE TENDERING 
SHOW NO SIGNS OF ABATING 


“THE difficulties builders and con- 
~ tractors are experiencing in sub- 
mitting firm price tenders for contracts 
lasting up to two years show no signs of 
abating,” stated Mr, Frank Russon, 
national president, at the half-yearly 
general meeting of the South Western 
Federation of Building Trades Em- 
ployers, held in Plymouth last week. 

I think it is true to say that gradually 
we are convincing more and more people 
of the importance to the contractor of 
having full information and of the vital 
need, in the interests of economical build- 
'ng, to avoid last minute alterations to the 
schemes,” he said. 

We still have a long way to go, how- 
ever, before we can reach anything like 
perfection in the matter and the National 
7 €ration is now directing its efforts to- 
ards bringing building owners to under- 


stand their particular responsibilities when 
they decide to invite contractors to submit 
firm prices. If they do not, prices will in- 
evitably rise. 

“In view of the large volume of work 
for which they are responsible, this is a 
field in which the Government depart- 
ments and local authorities can give con- 
tractors valuable assistance. If the Govern- 
ment departments and local authorities 
were to ensure, when nominating their own 
sub-contractors and suppliers, that their 
quotations should also be on a firm price 
basis, one of the building contractors’ many 
headaches would be removed. 


“The materials producers also have their 
responsibilities. It has always seemed to 
me, and I pressed these points in a letter 
I sent last month to Lord John Hope, the 
Minister of Works, more than a little unfair 
that builders should be called upon to pro- 
vide firm prices when the materials pro-

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POLICE COLLEGE OCCUPIES HISTORIC 
HAMPSHIRE PROPERTY 


New Buildings Added To The Original 


RAMSHILL HOUSE, a _ famous 
B Hampshire property, has been trans- 
formed by the Ministry of Works to be- 
come the new Police College. While the 
17th-century mansion continues to grace 
the countryside, extensive new buildings 
have been put on the site without 
detracting from the appearance of the 
original. io lis 

As much of the original buildings as 
possible has been retained and the house 
itself was converted to give the college 
its administrative offices, library, reading 
rooms, board rooms and recreation rooms. 
The stable block, kept intact, now contains 
staff quarters and a sick bay, beyond which 
a new cloister and garden give entry to 
the college dining hall. This, with the 
assembly hall and syndicate block, forms 
a closely knit group adjoining the old 
mansion and all of a scale agreeable to it. 
To this group has been added a smaller 
unit consisting of a shop, laundry and 
workshop. 

The dining hall—a gift of the Nuffield 
Foundation—features the Nuffield coat-of- 
arms on one of its gable ends and the 
furniture for it has all been specially 
designed. The assembly hall, fully equipped 
with stage and film facilities, will accom- 
modate 320. 


The remainder of the new buildings, 
comprising residential blocks, have been 
grouped round a quadrangle and placed 
within the wooded area of the grounds. 
They include quarters for the administra- 
tive, directing and domestic staffs, students 
male and female, and visitors. Apart from 
the requisite married quarters, now being 
added to, there are individual study- 
bedrooms for 226 students and it iis hoped 
to make an early start on a further block 
to consist of 21 study rooms, two lecture 
theatres and a demonstration theatre. 


Both the National Trust and the Royal 
Fine Art Commission were consulted at 
the planning stage.

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WELSH CONTRACTORS’ SAFETY 
TRAINING COURSE 


A TWO-DAY safety training course 

for the civil engineering industry, 
Organised by the South Wales and 
Monmouthshire Section of the Federa- 
tion of Civil Engineering Contractors, 
was opened last week at the Terri- 
torial Army Headquarters, Llandaff 
North, Cardiff. Attending were fifty 
delegates drawn 
from companies 
of all sizes 
throughoutSouth 
Wales. 

Mr. Douglas 
Scott, managing 
director of 
Andrew Scott 
(Civil Engineers), 
Ltd., the course 
director, stressed 
the importance of 
safety training by 
stating that if the 
working life of a 
civil engineering 
operative were 
taken as 100,000 
hours, every man 
was likely to be involved in two reportable 
accidents; the chance of death affected 
one in 50. 

The Federation, he added, were taking 
every action possible to ensure that 
management and operatives in the industry 
were alive to the problems and that ade- 
quate precautions were taken by ll 
members to see that works on civil engi- 
neering projects were made as safe as 
possible. 

Welcoming the initiative shown by the 
civil engineering contracting industry in 
establishing safety training courses 
throughout the country on a voluntary 
basis, Mr. C. Mainwaring, H.M. Super- 
intending Inspector of Factories for Wales, 
said that the subject of safety in industry 
was really a most urgent one and must be 
regarded seriously by all sections of the 
community. He emphasised his point by 
quoting comparative figures of industrial 
accidents in Wales for the years 1959 and 
1960. In 1959 there were 51 fatal acci- 
dents and 10,647 serious accidents; in 
1960 the figures had risen to 61 fatal acci- 
dents and 11,794 serious accidents. 

Mr. Mainwaring went on to say that, 
although since 1938 civil engineering 
works had been subject to the Factories 
Acts for certain purposes, no specific 
regulations dealing with safety had applied 
to those works. However, comprehensive 
regulations were now in draft and it would 
not be long before definite safety require- 
ments would apply to civil engineering 
works. 

Another matter of special note was that 
the definition of works of civil engineering 
had been extended recently so that a 
greater variety of civil engineering projects 
would be subject to the Factories Acts in 
future. He quoted as an example the fact 
that until one year ago road works were 
not covered by the Factories Acts, whereas 
now they were subject to these regulations.

£13 MILLION FACTORY IN 12 
MONTHS 


Precise planning of the construction 
programme and_ closest co - operation 
between contractors, architects and sub- 
contractors will ensure completion of a 
£1}m. factory at Paisley, Scotland, within 
12 months. 

The contractors Holland & Hannen and 
Cubitts (Scotland), Ltd., have just started 
work on the half-million sq. ft. single- 
storey factory for Pressed Steel Co., Ltd. 
and there is also to be a_ three-storey 
section, part of a paint-mix-house. The 
single-storey section will house assembly 
shop, paint shop and trim shop for the 
production of bodies for the Rootes Group. 

The three-storey section will be designed 
and constructed in reinforced concrete.

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IN DEFENCE OF THE ALL-IN BID 


HE following is a summary of the 
T two documents issued by the 
Associated General Contractors of 
America referred to in the editorial in 
this issue. 


SINGLE CONTRACT SYSTEM 


One President of the United States kept 
a sign on his desk which read: “ The buck 
stops here.” That was where the final 
decision had to be made. Through a life- 
time of experience, the President knew that 
in every undertaking, every project, every 
job, someone had to assume final responsi- 
bility. ; PP: 

Every businessman, every military o1 
government official is aware of the need 
for a centralised authority. This need is 
not seriously questioned by any policy- 
making group in government or private 
enterprise. : 

Certainly the complex construction 
industry exemplifies this rule. No one 
seriously challenges the need for a central 
co-ordinator on a construction job. Some- 
one must schedule and control the work. 
Through the years this role has traditionally 
and successfully been filled by the general 
contractor under the American contract 
method of construction. With the growing 
complexity of construction, the need for 
the general contractor to provide this 
centralised co-ordination has intensified. 

The advantages of the Single Contract 
System are: (1) Responsibility is centralised, 
(2) lowest cost is assured, (3) completion 
on schedule is assured, (4) the general 
contractor can exercise the function of 
creative management, (5) quality is assured 
according to plans and specifications, (6) 
construction operations are co-ordinated 
for maximum efficiency, (7) a uniform 
labour policy can be established, (8) safety 
measures can be correlated, (9) the owner 
is protected against loss from suits, claims 
or other encumbrances, (10) the general 
contractor, when one general contract is 
awarded, is responsible for ethics of the 
industry being observed on the project and 
for fair treatment being received by all 
persons and organisations having a part in 
the construction. 

Competitive sub-bids from mechanical 
specialty contractors are submitted to the 
general contractor and he makes his 
selection on the basis of the lowest bid, 
with due consideration to the workman- 
ship, integrity, co-operativeness, and 
financial responsibility of the various sub- 
contractors involved. However, under 
the flexible single contract system, the 
owner reserves the right to object to any 
subcontractor he does not approve. 

If an architect or owner wanted to co- 
ordinate his own construction project, he 
would have to handle a_ variety of 
separate construction ‘contracts, With the 
building unions operating in many areas, 
the owner or architect on many jobs may 
have to let a variety of separate contracts, 
including excavation, mechanical, electrical, 
plumbing, bricklaying, carpentry, concrete, 
Structural steel, roofing, lathing, plaster- 
ing, sheet metal, partitions, painting, 
interior decorations, and dozens of others. 

The owner or architect will then be 
faced with delicate, complicated scheduling 
and—-in some areas——jurisdictional prob- 
lems which, if mishandled, may lead to 
costly delays and work stoppages. 

Also, in some situations, the architect or 
Owner would have to be licensed as a 
seneral contractor to engage in this 
activity. 

Although the standard contract form 
between an owner and a member of The 
American Institute of Architects provides, 
4S an option to the owner, for the separate 
ontract form of construction, a provision 
iS also included for an additional 4 per cent. 
architect's fee when this system is utilised. 
Architects, with rare individual exceptions, 
© not want to take on the job as co- 
ordinator, 


The AIA's official Handbook the Archi- 


tectural Practice (1958) includes what it 
describes as “a word of warning” to its 
members. This warning states that an 
architect who attempts to be the co- 
ordinator “ will find that expense will be 
greatly increased and that his own burdens 
and responsibilities will be much greater 
than he might suppose.” Difficulties will 
be “ multiplied many times” and “if the 
separate contract system is badly 
administered it will result in confusion, 
delay, annoyance, and disappointment to 
the owner, and loss.” 

The AIA’s liaison committee with the 
AGC has stated flatly that the use of 
separate contracts “ leads to confusion and 
delay.” 

In 1960, the AIA stated that it will 
continue to co-operate with the AGC in 
improving and strengthening the single 
contract system. 

Another segment of the construction 
industry that has great interest in the 
success of a construction project is the 
Surety Association of America. In 1960 
the SAA-AGC joint committee reaffirmed 
the single contract method of construction 
with the qualified contractor having 
centralised responsibility. This _ single 
contract method—guaranteed by perform- 
ance and payment bonds which safeguard 
public and private funds-—results in 
efficiency, economy, guaranteed cost and 
the best possible value for the construction 
dollar. 

One of the nation’s leading mechanical 
specialty contractors, William P. Scott, Jr., 
speaking in 1960 as president of the 
Mechanical Contractors Association of 
America, said that while his personal point 
of view was not shared by all MCA 
members, “from the analysis of the jobs 
we performed, we decided it was of 
greatest importance to our company’s 
success to be under the direct control of 
a reliable general contractor, who would 
co-ordinate not only our work, but that of 
the other subs, and, what is more import- 
ant, finished the job on time.” 

Naturally the most important man in the 
construction industry is the owner—the 
man who awards and pays for the contract. 
This is true of federal, state and local 
contract-awarding authorities, as well as of 
individuals and companies who award 
construction contracts for private industry. 

It is significant that in America’s free 
enterprise system, where profit is based 
on sound planning and efficient operation, 
the single contract system of construction 
is the basic method of construction. 
Modern American businessmen cannot 
afford to waste dollars and jeopardize 
progress by experimenting with unworkable 
multicontract systems. 

rhe nations responsible contract award- 
ing authorities, representing private com- 
panies as well as all levels of government, 
recognise the soundness and efficiency of 
dealing with the general contractor as the 
central responsible authority. 


RECOMMENDED PROCEDURE FOR 
RECEIVING AND HANDLING SUB-BIDS 


'I‘HE intent and purpose of this plan 

is to create an effective and volun- 
tary system of receiving and handling 
sub-bids to eliminate misunderstandings 
and abuses sometimes associated with 
these procedures. The success of this 
plan is dependent on the willingness and 
honesty of those who co-operate and 
in no way should it be construed or 
used as a means of promoting unethical 
or unlawful practices. 

Certain unethical and unfair trade 
practices seriously impair the _ effective 
operation of the contract method in the 
public interest and must be accorded the 
strongest public condemnation. Among 
such unethical and unfair trade practices 
are bid shopping by prime contractors and 
bid peddling by sub-contractors. It is the 
responsibility of those in the industry to 


curb and eradicate such practices to the 
greatest extent possible. 

The National Joint Co-operative Com- 
mittee of The Associated General Con- 
tractors of America, Inc.—Council of 
Mechanical Specialty Contracting Indust- 
ries, Inc., firmly believes that the industry, 
as represented by its recognised associa- 
tions, is capable of honestly recognising 
these problem areas and effectively initiat- 
ing remedial actions within the industry. 
Most of the practices considered unfair 
within the industry are fundamentally 
affected by the moral conduct of the 
individuals associated with the work. 

To this end the Joint Committee strongly 
recommend the adoption by the industry 
and customers of construction services, of 
certain bidding procedures designed to 
curtail these improper activities, and calls 
upon both buyer and seller of these services 
to adhere to them in the public interest. 


Proposed Plan 


Section 1. (Code) 

Provisions of the Statement of Recom- 
mended Ethical Conduct for the Construc- 
tion Industry and the Code of Ethical 
Conduct of the AGC shall be observed with 
specific reference to unqualified bidders, 
improper disclosure of bids, and fair com- 
petition. 

Section 2. (Coverage) 

Bidders included are limited to the prime 
contractor; and to the mechanical and 
electrical subcontractors, hereafter referred 
to as “mechanical specialty contractor,” 
who prepare and submit bids to the prime 
contractor to perform and be responsible 
for the plumbing, heating, ventilation and 
air conditioning, electrical and such other 
work normally performed by them. 

Section 3. (Submission of Bids) 

Mechanical specialty contractors will 
submit to prime contractors written pro- 
posals of intent to bid, describing the 
precise scope of work being bid, not less 
than 24 hours prior to the time established 
for submission of the prime bid, verifying 
the understanding of the work and 
materials and services to be supplied and 
performed by the specialty contractor. The 
price for the work may be included with 
the written proposal of intent or it may be 
telephoned or telegraphed in, and in any 
event it must be given to the prime 
contractor not later than four hours prior 
to the submission of the prime bid. 
Section 4. (Listing Sub-Bidders) 

The prime contractor will list the name 
of the mechanical specialty contractor 
whom he proposes to use in each of the 
major categories of mechanical specialty 
work on which bids are invited. In lieu 
of such listing he may submit a written 
statement that he has made an effort to 
secure sub-bids for the category or cate- 
gories involved, setting forth that ample 
time was provided prior to the date of 
submission of bids or proposals, and that 
he had requested bids from not less than 
three responsible subcontractors, listing the 
names of all subcontractors for the category 
or categories involved from whom he had 
requested or received subcontract bids or 
proposals and further stating that he 
received less than two definite, complete or 
responsive bids for such category or 
categories involved as provided for in 
Section 3. 

Section 5. (Sub-contractor Responsibility) 

The prime contractor may require the 
mechanical specialty contractor to provide 
a bond to fulfill his proportionate share of 
the obligation assumed toward the owner, 
and may require the mechanical specialty 
contractors to fulfill the same naming 
requirements, that is, the naming of the 
sub-subcontractors being considered to 


perform various phases of the work 
involved. The fact that mechanical 
specialty contractors must fulfill this 


requirement shall be so noted in _the 
invitation to the mechanical specialty 
contractors to bid on the work.

little more than 196lb. 

The height of the skip is 3ft. 8in. and 
the top diameter is 3ft. 10in. Ease of flow 
is catered for, by its conical shape which 
reduces to a bottom outlet of 15in. 
diameter. Discharge is effected by a full- 
width shutter operating handle which is 
fitted with a safety catch to prevent the 
shutter opening accidentally. The pouring 
handle, carrying handle, and supports are 
all of lin. square 12 gauge rectangular steel. 

For filling small columns and walls the 
skip is made into a side-discharge unit by 
releasing a small chute which is held to the 
side of the hopper by a double chain. The 
width of discharge at the bottom of the 
chute is 12in. 

At present only the 14 cu. ft. model is 
being produced, but plans are in hand for 
the introduction of 10 cu. ft. and 7 cu. ft. 
models to suit 14/10 and 10/7 mixers.

DEVICE 


Scammell! Lorries, Ltd., Watford, Herts., 
have evolved a new safety device of benefit 
to drivers when coupling or uncoupling 
tractors and semi-trailers.

FORK LIFT ATTACHMENT SPEEDS THETFORD 


HOUSING 


A CONSIDERABLE speed-up in 
production, and numerous econo- 
mies, have resulted following the intro- 
duction of a new type of 
fork lift on a contract for 
250 houses at present being 
carried out at Thetford by 
W. F. Pointer. 


Situated next to the new 
industrial estate and under- 
taken in co-operation with the 
London County Council as 
part of “Operation Overspill,” 
the estate plans the erection 
of many more than the 250 
houses at present being built. 
Excavations for trenches and 
foundations on this site are 
being carried out by a Dinkum 
excavator, and it is on the front 
shovel of this machine that the 
fork lift attachment has been 
fitted. 


It has been found that 
the attachment, which is able 
to lift a weight of one ton 


from the ground level to 17ft. 
in height, is extremely useful 
for unloading lorries of timber, 
joinery and other materials, 
stacking these loads and in 
due course distributing them 
to the various points of use 
throughout the site.

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U.S. AUTOMATIC BATCHING 
CONTROL SYSTEM 


For concrete and asphalt propor- 
tioning, a new automatic batching 
control system is being marketed jn 
the U.S. by Fairbanks Morse and Co, 
manufacturing subsidiary of Fairbanks 
Whitney Corporation, New York, 

Known as the Batchetron 600, the 
system employs high-speed electronic 
control to weigh out predetermined 
amounts of materials automatically. It can 
handle any material that can be poured 
pushed or dropped into weigh hoppers, 
and enables preselected sequences to be 
repeated automatically. Special interlocks 
prevent incorrect sequence and stop opera. 
tion immediately errors are detected, 

The Batchetron employs four load cells 
which directly suspend the weighing 
hoppers. The load cells convert the pull 
of loaded hoppers to proportional electrical 
currents, which can be transmitted to a 
control console up to 250ft. away. 

For batching concrete the operator 
merely sets dials on his control panel to 
the desired quantities of cement, sand, 
gravel, crushed stone and water. Having 
set the tare weight of hoppers, he presses 
the “ on” button and the batching sequence 
takes place automatically. When the opera- 
tion is completed a panel light flashes. He 
then presses the “open” button to dis- 
charge the mix into mixer or lorry. A 
“close” button sets the system up to start 
another sequence. 

A feature is the provision of adjustable 
compensators that allow for weight of 
material in “air suspension” after feed 
cut-off, thus increasing accuracy during fast 
feeding. 


EASY-TO-WORK PLASTERS 


The Nobel Division of Imperial Chemical 
Industries have evolved a range of new 
plasters which are easy to work and are 
said to be effective on difficult surfaces 
such as hollow clay tile and foamed con- 
crete blocks. 

The plasters are now available in develop- 
ment quantities in Scotland, and in order 
that commercial evaluation can be ex- 
tended a pilot plant in the Buxton area will 
come into production during the summer. 

There are three products in the range. 
Nobel universal finishing plaster is suitable 
for use as a relatively low density finishing 
coat on all normal backings and is also 
recommended for use directly on well- 
shuttered smooth concrete and on plaster- 
board.

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DIESEL ROAD ROLLER CAN WEIGH FROM 
9 TO 16 TONS 


THREE-WHEEL road roller with 

an unusual system of ballasting, 
enabling its weight to be varied between 
9 and 16 tons, is to be shown at the 
International Construction Equipment 
Exhibition by Marshall, Sons and Co., 
Ltd., Gainsborough, Lincs. 

This new Highwayman, Mark 2, has 
hydrostatic transmission and there is a 
choice of diesel power units—a_ water- 
cooled Perkins or an air-cooled Ruston. 
Also available is a new type of hydraulic 
scarifier. 

Ten separate 10cwt. cast-iron ballast 
weights can be placed in the centre portion 
of the main frame enabling the net metal 
weight of the roller to be increased by 
5 tons. The weights,

DUMPER AND HYDRAULIC LOADER IN ONE 
MACHINE 


A SELF-LOADING dumper which has 
been on the West German market 
in recent years is to be shown for the 
first time in this country at the Crystal 
Palace Exhibiton by Construction 
Machinery, Ltd., Wakefield. 

Lift arms supporting the loading shovel 
are positioned on the outside of the body, 
with the shovel working beyond the tail- 
board. To load, the shovel is lowered, filled 
in the usual way and lifted so that the full 
load can be tipped into the rear portion of 
the body, subsequent loads being brought 
progressively towards the front, until the 
body is filled. 

The operator sits in a swivel seat and has 
duplicate controls. Thus he can load, 
swivel round and drive away without turn- 
ing the vehicle. 

The Wakefield dumper is a compact 
machine with 9ft. 3in. wheelbase, powered 
by a Leyland AU350 diesel engine develop- 
ing 100 h.p. at 2,200 r.p.m., and fitted with 
4 l6in. single dry plate clutch. There is 
Constant mesh transmission with five high 
and five low gears, giving a total of 10 
speeds forward and 10 speeds in reverse, 
from 2.13 m.p.h. to 32.6 m.p.h. 

The loading bucket has a nominal 
Capacity of 1 cu. yd. and is of substantial 
construction, with welded cutting strip and 
nine integral teeth. The lift arms are of 


heavy box section type. 





The 54 cu. yd. capacity body is all-steel, 
stoutly reinforced, the tailgate having its 
catch automatically released when the load 
is to be discharged. Drive is on all wheels 
and the two-way steering is power-assisted. 
Air brakes are fitted to front and rear 
wheels. Standard tyres are 10.00-—24 14 ply. 

A powerful hydraulic system is employed; 
large capacity double acting rams are used 
for the lift arms, bucket movement and 
dumping. Body tipping is positively 
controlled through a linkage. 

The overall length of the machine, with 
bucket down, is 2]ft. 2in. and, with the 
bucket up, 15ft. 10in. Overall width is 8ft., 
height without cab 7ft. 7in., and with cab 
9ft. Unladen weight is 15,640lb. 


NEW PLASTIC ROOFING MATERIAL 

A roofing material which, it is claimed, 
does not crack in the sun nor “ give” when 
new timber shrinks, has been developed by 
Plastics and Resins, Ltd., Vulcan Road, 
Bilston, Staffs. 

It is a plastic paste compound. known 
as Polaplex, and can be applied cold either 
with a brush, trowel or spray gun. It is 
dry within a few hours. The resultant 
plastic covering will expand or contract 
according to the action of the materials 
beneath it, the tensile strength being about 
1,000Ib. p.s.i. Polaplex can also be used 
as a Sealing or jointing compound 
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plates rigidly braced by cross-members. 
The ballast weight compartment, large 
capacity water tank, and rear towing 
attachment are integral with the main 
frame, and the power unit is mounted at 
the extreme rear of the vehicle behind 
the driving position. 

The forecarriage steel casting is welded 
to the main frame and carries the bearing 
for the front fork king pin. 

Drive to each hind roll from the 
hydraulic motor is through a precision 
worm reduction gear unit and differential 
to spur pinions engaging in internal gear 
rings attached to the hind rolls. The hand 
brake bands act on the outside of each 
ring. Guards give protection to the drive 
and brake straps, 

Front and rear rolls are of fabricated 
construction with the rims and side plates 
of rolled steel. The centre boss is made 
from heavy steel tubing welded to the side 
plates and provided with renewable brass 
bushes. All rolls have a plug for filling with 
water ballast and a removable plate for 
filling the rolls with sand ballast. 

Power operated hydraulic steering gives 
control over a total of 80 degrees steering 
lock. Band brakes, controlled by a single 
hand lever which can be locked when park- 
ing, Operate with servo-action directly on 
the driving rings attached to both hind 
rolls. In normal road service all braking 
is applied automatically through the hydro- 
static system by the transmission control 
lever and with the lever in the central 
position the roller is held stationary. 

The 40-gallon fuel tank, with filler spout 
and built-in strainer, is welded to the near 
side main frame. The front face of the tank 
is sloped giving the driver an uninterrupted 
view of the edge of the front roll. 

An 83-gallon water tank with filler forms 
an integral part of the main frame below 
the ballast weight compartment. Water 
spray pipes are provided to both front and 
rear rolls with an independent control for 
each roll. A power pump feeds these pi 
and by means of a two-way valve this 
pump can be used for filling the water 
supply tank. Armoured hose with foot 
valve and strainer is permanently con- 
nected to the pump and is carried under 
the rear of the roller. 

A totally enclosed lockable driver's cab 
with toughened glass windows is fitted. 
The front window is arranged to open and 
is provided with an electric wiper, and side 
windows are arranged to slide and lock. 


SPECIAL CABLES FOR ROAD 
HEATING 


The introduction of butyl rubber 
insulated N.B.R. compound = sheathed 
heating cables, suitable for installation in 
roads, runways, or for floor warming appli- 
cations, is announced by the Panelec Heat- 
ing Division of British Insulated Callender’s 
Cables, Ltd., 83 Saffron Hill, London, E.C.1. 

The cables are all of single-core construc- 
tion, comprising stranded resistive wire 
element insulated with Butyl rubber and 
sheathed with an NBR compound. These 
materials provide a tough and inert cable, 
which is electrically safe and thermally 
stable. 

They are supplied in seven standard 
units, having loadings of 4, 3, 1, 14, 2, 3 
and 4 kW rating on a 240-volt supply, and 
are provided with a 12ft. long factory- 
jointed cold lead at each end. With the 
exception of the smallest unit all cables 
are loaded at approximately 5 watts/linear 
foot.
